Brings Mandatory Fee 


In an effort to provide better 
mental and physical health care 
for SAC students, the college has 
established a ‘’Student Health 
Center” on campus, according to 
Ara Boranian, Associate Dean, 
Student Support Services. 

However, this has not come 
as an added free service to the 
students. Instead, each student 


"vill be charged a mandatory fee 


registration in order to pay 
tor the new health care program. 


Daytime students will be 
charged $3.50 per semester, 
while extended day students 


(those attending only classes: 
beginning after 4:30 p.m.) will 
be charged $2 per semester. 
Whether a student is full or 
part-time makes no difference. 

The new Student Health 
Center is located inside the 
Student Union, next to the 
Snack Shop, in the former 
Student Senate Chambers. 

Dean Boranian said the health 
center will remain open on class 
days from 8 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. It 
will be staffed with one full-time 
and one part-time nurse and one 
clerk. The college has contracted 
with a panel of doctors, who 
have agreed to provide 14 hours 
of consultation for medical care 
to students and eight hours of 


CURRENTLY UNDER CONSTRUCTION, the new $1.7 million four-story Social Science and Language 


Consultation with the doctors 
will be done by appointment 
only and can be arranged 
through the health center staff. 

As an_ added feature, 
Boranian said the college has 


arranged for a voluntary low © 


cost health insurance program to 
be made available to SAC 
students. The cost of this 
program will range from $21 to 
$148 per year -- depending on 
the type and length of coverage 
desired. 

Further information is 
available through Dean 
Boranian’s office.

Plan Carefully for 


The incoming SAC student, in 
planning his two-year course of 
study, should be aware that 
there are basically three types of 
goals he can pursue, and then he 
or. she should plan accordingly. 

These include: the Associate 
of Arts (AA) degree made up of 
courses which are designed for 


transfer to a four-year college or 


university; the AA degree which 
is designed for occupational 
advancement and employment 
only, and is not designed to 
prepare the student to go on to a 
four-year institution; and third, 
various certificate programs, 


which are also geared _ for 
occupational-related studies and 
not for contifluing on for 
advanced college degrees. 

It is important for the 
student to realize this, because if 
he does not, he may find himself 
not academically prepared to 
transfér into a _ four-year 
university with the status of 
“junior’’. . should he try to do 


so after two years of full-time., 


study at SAC. oe 
This is no real problem, of 
course, if the student reads the 
college catalog carefully sand 
works closely with his counselor

earned the Olympic gold medal 
twice in the 10-meter platform 
high diving event (tower dive) -- 
the first was Dr. Sammy Lee and~

Bobby Webster, both from Santa

diving coach at _ Princeton 
University. ..and only recently, 
Santa Ana College completed 
negotiations with Dr. Sammy 
Lee to become the school’s first 
diving coach.

Why is it that a two-time 
Olympic gold medal winner 
“donate” his time to 
coaching . at a community 
college? 

“When | was a kid coming up, 
| used to eat my heart out to get 
a diving coach,’’ he explained in 
a recent el DON interview. “'l 
needed someone to help bring 
me along.” 

Even though the now 53-year 
old ear surgeon was born in 
he remembers 
growing up in Pasadena and 
being permitted only to swim in 
the local pool on Mondays --

But to some degree, Dr. 
Sammy Lee has never been-able 
to outrun the problem of 
discrimination. In fact, it even 
had an effect on his politics. 

When Richard Nixon was 
Vice-President of the United 
States, it happened to be the 
same time that Dr. Lee and his 
wife were having a hard time 


finding a home in Orange 
County. Apprently nobody 
would sell to an oriental - 


‘...NO One wanted to degrade 
the neighborhood,’’ Sammy 
remembers. 

After a significant amount of 
publicity, Vice President Nixon 


stated publicly that: ‘‘Sammy 
can live next door. to me 
anytime.” Dr. -Lee said, “‘l 


immediately changed from being 
a Democrat to a Republican.” 
The most ironic part of this 
episode in the life of Dr. Sammy 
Lee, however, is the fact that 
during this time he was touring 
12 countries in Southeast Asia 
(on behalf of the U-SS.), 
‘,..talking about Americanism 
and telling about the equal 
opportunities here,” he stated.

Sammy’s success in the sports 
world -has brought him much 
recognition through the years. 
He has been appointed the 
President's personal 
representative to two Olympic 
games: by President Eisenhower 
in 1956 and again by #resident 
Nixon in 1972 -- and he has 
served as a diving judge at two 
Olympic meets, ‘56 and '64.. 


Sammy was studying to be a — 


doctor when he won the first 
diving gold medal in 1948. That 
year, he also earned a bronze 
medal in ‘‘springboard diving’. 
However, his second gold medal 
may be even more impressive, 
since he returned to the 
Olympics in 1952 at the age of 
nearly 32, to become the first 
person in history to win two 
gold medals in tower diving. 

“| was doing my residency in 
San Francisco,’” he remembers, 
“when my bride pointed out 
that both of us could go to 


Europe for the price of one, if | § 


made the Olympic team. Well, 
that made sense to me, anything ' 


for a bargain, so | got myself % 
stationed in Southern California |! 


(he was still in the military) in 
January and trained for the 
Olympics until July.” 

But much of the reason Dr. 
Sammy Lee is willing to give so 
much of his time and talent to 
Santa Ana College is because of 
people like Bobby Webster. 
Bobby graduated from Santa 
Ana High School and attended 
SAC -- and went on (under the 
watchful eye and coaching of 
Dr. Lee) to become the second 
person to win a gold medal in 
tower diving two times. The first 
time was in 1960 and he did 4 


- repeat performance in 1964. 


This year, Dr. Lee is. coaching 
SAC’s Mike Nelson and he has 
high hopes for Mike’s future. “‘If 
Mike does as much in the next 
three years as he has in the last 
nine months (since Dr. Lee 
began coaching him), he will 
make* the Olympics,” Sammy 
stated. 

And Dr. Lee says he will be 
both willing and happy to do the 
same for anyone who is 
interested enough to put forth 
the desire and effort that it takes 
to be a “champion”’. 

Looking to the future as 
diving coach at SAC, Dr. Sammy 
Lee states: “Any kid who is
